nd attention ? Then it is, that idlenefs,

ty laws, are of the worft confequences, 
‘¢ moft fatal to a ftate: For on the 
“ming out of a war, we fhould foon 
ver Our misfortune, and that misfor- 
“tes abfolutely without remedy. ‘The 

“et, who has neglected this difcipline, 
the generals, who he ordains to com- 
2 his armies, would too foon perceive 
: They are not the fame foldiers, nor 
fame officers, they are all chang- 
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ed, all different to what they were before 
the peace. Labour and fatigue become 
infupportable to them, they fee nothing 
but what appears new and aukward, and 
know nothing of the praétice of camps 
and armies ; they have forgot every thing, 
but the remembrance of indulgence and 
A Pleafures paft ; the foldiers (lefs blame- 
able than their officers, who have fet them 
the example) are incapable of fupporting 
the pains and hardthips of a military life ; 
Where is our remedy ? Can we every 
day find thofe, who are capable of ren- 
dering them otherwife than they are, and 
to infpire them with the love of arms ? 
Can we every day find fuch extraordinary 
B perfonages as a Pyrrhus, a Cefar, or a 
Zifca, who, in a thort time, can form 
and difcipline whole armies ? Who, by 
their addrefs, their patience, and under. 
ftanding in military affairs, can meta- 
morphofe the fimple peafant, and effemi- 
nate mechanick, into quite different cha. 
raters, I mean intrepid and obedient 


effe& of idlenefs, which C foldiers ? Thefe fort of prodigies are not 


very common, at leaft in the memory of 
any one now living. 

If the peace has not lafted long enough 
to make the old foldiers forget, that they 
once lived according to the laws of an 
exa@ and regular difcipline, we may re- 
cal that remembrance by pra@tice and a 
re-eftablifhment of thofe laws, by eafy 
and gentle means: But if we have en. 
joyed the calm of peace for any long 
term of years, the old foldiers, who were 
the life and foul of the corps, where they 
were grown grey in the fervice, will be 
dead, or difcharged as unfit for duty, 
obliged to beg their bread, and curfing 
the day, when (inftead of following ’a 


E trade, which would have gained them an 


honett livelihood) they accepted of one, 
whofe fruit is beggary, unlefs they have 
the fortune to cbtain the hofpital: Boe 
this refource is not in every Kingdom, 
and even in France not always certain ; 
a feigned infirmity, affited by favour 
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and intereft, too often ufurps the place, 
which was ordained for real objeéts only. 

Others, who have ferved, but towards 
the end of the late war, will have forgot 
the experience 


military exercifes, and enter into the 
field enervated end *norant ; the old 
officers’ will ‘be retired or di fp! aced ; if 


any thould remain, they will be efteemed, 
(provided the corruption does not reach 
them) as troublefome cénfors and difei- 
plinarians, among the crowd of young, 
Gebauched; and effeminate officers, with- 
Out application or experience. 

Thoie who love their bufinefs, without 
having had the opportunity to praétife it, 
by having commenced officers after the 
war, will be fo fmall in number, that 
they ‘will find themfelves without power, 
without authority, and unknown at 
court ; and it wil! be wonderful, if they 
efcape the raillery and cenfure of others, 
whole condué is fo different from their 
own : I do not fpeak this as a thing that 
may, but what infallibly muf happen. 

Two thirds of our generals, heretofore 
expericiced, but now weakened by age, 
will not be in a condition to ferve ; many 
of the others, abforbed by pleafures, lux- 
ury, and eafe, with very fmall experi- 
ence, without application, and with ta- 
Tents not extraordinary, thal] march into 
the field, at the head of an army com- 
pofed of fuch officers and fuch foldiers, 
to fight againft troops, who, perhaps, 
have been lefs negle@ed, and confequently 
more exercifed ; one may eafily judge 
what is to be expected from fuch a con- 
du&, This regards all the ftates of Eu- 
rope, who at this time enjoy the pleafures 
of a profound peace, and whofe troops 
in garrifon pafs their time in tranquillity 
and repofé, more or lefs, according to 
the merit of their officers. 

It is with peace and war, as with life 
and death ; the more we advance in peace, 
the nearer we approach to war: We 
fhould be miftaken, if, amufing ourfelves 
with the prefent, which may not be of 
long duration, without regarding the 
hereafter which threatens us, we fhould 
neglea&t the opportunity which would put 
us in a fituation, never to be furprized, 
nor to be afraid of any thin 

From whence comes it that we negic& 
fo much the method of the ancients ? I 
do not mean to lie always encamped, 
they could not do otherwife, as they had 
but few fortified towns, to keep their 
fubje&s in their duty: But what fhould

From 
Tournitz be marched with his van to- 
wards Welmina, where he arrived that 
evening an hour before fun-fet. There 
he faw the Auftrign army with its right 
wing at Lowofchutz, and its left towards 
the Egra. That very evening the King 
himfelf occupied with fix battalions, a 
hollow, and fome rifing grounds, which 
commanded Lowofchutz, and which he 
refolved to make ufe of the next day, 
in order to march out againft the Au- 
ftrians. The army arrived in the night 
at Welmina, where the king only formed 
his battalions behind one another, and 
the fquadrons in the fame manner, which 
remained all night in this pofition ; the 
king himfelf fetting up all night, and 
having no other covering but his cloak, 
before a little fire, at the head of his 
troops. On the firft of Ofober, at break 
of day, he took with him his principal 
general officers, and fhewed them the 
ground which he intended to occupy with 
his army, viz. the infantry forming the 
firft line, to occupy two high hills, at the 
bottom betwixt them ; fome battalions 
to form the fecond line ; and the third te 
be compofed of the whole cavalry. 

And the king made all poffible difpatch 
in duly ftrengthening the wings of his 
army upon thefe hills : The infantry at, 
the right poficiied themfelves of | their 
poft, and took ail their precautions in 
order to fecure it effe€tually ; whilft the 
left was forming, it fell immediately into 
an engagement with the enemy’s pan- 
dours, croatians, and grenadiers, who 
were pofted in vineyards, inclofed with 
ftone walls.

And with this 
view he ordered his own cavalry to ad- 
vance, formed them before his firft line 
of infantry, and immediately attacked 
the enemy's, which was broke ; but, as 
the enemy had placed, behind their ca- 
valry in hollow places and ditches, a 
great body of infantry with feveral pieces 
of cannon, our cavalry, thro’. the brifk- 
mefs of their attack, found themfelves 
expofed to the fire of this cannon and of 
the infantry, which obliged them to re- 
turn and form again under the protection 
of our infantry and cannop, without the 
Avftrian cavalry daring to purfue them. 
After they had formed again, they res 
turned to the charge; then neither the 
fire of 6e picces of the enemy’s cannon, 
nor that of their infantry, which lay in 
thofe hollow places, nor the ditches, 
which they had in their front, could pre- 
vent them from totally defeating the 
whole Auftrian cavalry, and from forcing 
the infantry, which was pofted in thofe 
ditches, After this charge was over, the 
king ordered his cavalry up to the hill 
again behind his infantry, where he drew 
them up. 

In the mean time the cannonading fiill 
continued, and the enemy made all pof- 
fible efforts to flank the left of our in- 
fantry. The king perceived the neceffity 
of fupporting it, and ordered the batta- 
lions of the firft line to turn to the left ; 
the battalions of the fecond line filled up 
the intervals, which had been occafioned 
by this motion ; fo that the cavalry form- 
ed the fecond line, which fupported the 
infantry. 

At the fame time, the whole left of the 
infantry, marching on gradually, wheeled 
about, attacked the town of Lowofchutz 
in flank, in fpight of the cannon and the 
prodigious intantry of the enemy, fet the 
fuburbs on fire, carried the poft, and put 
the whole army to flight: Afier which 
marfbal Brown retired to the other fide 
of the Egra, and took his camp at Budin.

That the treaty of 1678, and thé fub-} 
fequent explanations in 1716, and others, 
being only defenfive, cannot of confe- 
quence take place in the prefent cafe. 

That the treaty of 1713, by which the 
fuccefiion to the crown of Great-Britain 
is guarantied by the republick to the moft 
ferene howfe of Hanover, cannot now be 
alledged, becaufe that fucceffion is no 
ways concerned at prefent, Great- Britain 
being threatenéd with an invafion by his 
moft chriflian majefty, only to revenge, 
and gbtain reparation for the injury 
which his majefty pretends to have fuf- 
fered by the capture of his fthips of war 
and of the trading thips belonging to his 
fubjes. 

So that when the cafus federis proceeds 
ing from the aforefaid treaty’ actually exe 
ifis, it will then be time to deliberate on 
it, that is, when the faid fucceffion is 
really in danger. 

That, the republick not being obliged 
by the tenor of treaties, as has been faid, 
to furnifh at prefent the fuccours in quef- 
tion, it has, moreover, been judged, that 
neither the expediency of the thing itfelf, 
nor the republick’s ftri@ union with 
Great-Britain, which feem to be motives 
for granting the fuccours, correfponds in 
any wife te the intereft and prefent fitua- 
tion of the republick, inafmuch as they 
could be of no advantage to his Britan- 
nick majefty, becaufe, according to the 
declaration made by France to the flate, 
the fending of thefe fuccours would im- 
mediately lay the republick under a ne~ 
ceffity of demanding, in her turn, fuce 
cours from Great-Britain. | 

It appearing, then, from what 1s faid 
above, that the republick is not bound by 
her engagements, fhe is at liberty to de- 
clare rather for an exaé& neutrality, than 
to endanger the flate; by giving England 
the fuccours demanded without being ob- 
liged to it by treaty. 

That they had well confidered, that 
the chufing this part would not be exempt 
from difficulties ; but that neceffity, and 
the intereft of the republick, cbliged 
them to take it, in confideration of her 
prefent Ctuation.

HE invafion of “the ‘ele@torate 
Saxony, by the Pruffian’ , is 
one of thofe attacks againft the law of 
nations which, from the great refpect due 
to it, rem a affiftance of évery 
power interefted in the prefervation of its 
own liberty and independency. - +>" 

The king, my avguft mafter, ‘has feen 
his hereditary dominions invaded in a 
time of the profoundeft peace’; althd’ his 
majefty avoided with ‘the * care 
évery meafure that might poffibly give the 
lea(t umbrage to his néi ib 

From the firft glimpfe of a mifunder- 
flanding between the courts of Vienna 
and Berlin, his majefty exprefsly enjoined 
his minifters at all the courts of Enrope 
to declare, that it was his firm refolution, . 
in the prefent conjunéture of ‘affairs, to 
obferve the ftriG@eft neutrality. 

A plaio recapitulation of the facts ‘aloue 
will be fufficient to demonftrate to your 
high mightineffes, the outrages that have 
been committed in the hereditary domini- 
ons of the king, and how much it im- 
ports all the powers of Europe to fop a
